THE CHANNEL ISLANDS. 


These islands were capfcared by Eollo^ and tkiis becamo 
an appanage of tbe Ducliy of Normandy^ and afterwards 
united to the Crown of England by his descendant William 
the Conqueror. The inhabitants preferred to remain sub- 
jects of John at the period of the invasion of Normandy by 
Philip Augustus^ and, while retaining the laws^ customs, 
and (until lately) the language of their continental ancestors, 
have always remained firm in their allegiance to England. 
The only coins struck for these islands have been copper 
and bronze^ which will first be desenbedj and afterwards 
the tokens^ both silver and copper.

ISLE OF MAN. 

The Isle of Man was owned by the Earls of Derby from 
the year 1406 to 1735^ who exercised all the rights of a 
soTercign even to the coining of money. The first issue of 
copper coins took place in 1709^ and consisted of pennies 
and halfpennies. These coins are cast. There had been an 
issue of private tokens prior to this in 1668. In 1735 the 
island fell by inheritance to the Duke of Atlioll who also 
exercised sovereign rights^ and who in 1758 issued pcmiios 
and halfpennies. His rights were in 1765 purchased by the 
English Parliament for the sum of £70,000^ and a further 
sum of £132^944 was given in January^ 1829^ for the 
purchase of his remaining interest in the revenues of the 
island. Copper pennies and halfpennies were issued in 1780^ 
1798 and 1818^ and again, with the addition of farthings, in 
1839. There are no silver coins, and in 1840 the separate 
issue for the island was stopped; since that time they 
have the ordinary coins such as are current in other parts of 
the kingdom. In addition to the seventeenth century token 
already mentioned, a considerable number of tokens, both 
silver and copper, were issued early in this present century.

GIBEALTAR. 


TirB ancient Oalpe^ a town on a rock in Sontli Spain^ on 
which is placed a fortress considered impregnable. It was 
attacked by the British^ and taken on July 24th^ 1701. 
The Spaniards attempted to retake it in 1705^ and again in 
1727^ but were repulsed with great loss on both occasions. 

Again in 1779 it was besieged by an immense force of 
French and Spaniards combined^ and kept in a state of 
siege for upwards of three years, but the English garrison, 
under General Eliott, were successful in withstanding all 
their efforts, and the blockado ceased on February 6tli, 
1788. 

The only coins are copper, struck in 1842, and are for 
two, one, and half quarts respectively. 

The tokens are not numerous, and are of copper only.

Tliere are Spanish Dollars with their various divisions 
foiindj which arc coimtermarked on both sides with the 
floriated capitals in a circular indent. These are 

iiientioiicd by Boyne in his w^ork on Silver Tokens^, and 
supposed by him to have been so marked for use in some 
of the Colonies. I have been informed^ on pretty good 
authority^ that they were used eaily in the present century 
for the payment of the troops at Gibraltar, I have^ there- 
fore; taken this opportunity of mentioning them^ although I 
do not positively assign them to this purpose. See also a 
note to a soinenhat similar piece assigned to the West 
Indies, 




MALTA, 

Tiic ancient Melita, was given to the Kniglits Hospitallers 
in 1530, and taken from them by the French in 1798. It 
fenirrendercd to the British in 1800, and was confirmed in 
their possession hy the treaty of Paris in 1814. 

Rudmg, in his “’Annals of the Coinage,” says that the third 
‘Df a farthing was oi'dered to ho struck for this island on 
February 2Gth, 1827, and again on March 10th, 1835. It 
has also been struck in both copper and bronze during the 
’reign of Victoria.

IONIAN ISLANDS* 


These islands were taken under the protection of Great 
Britain in 1815^ and remained so until 1864 when they were 
handed over to the kingdom of Greece. According' to 
Endings a penny, halfpenny, and farthing were ordered to 
be struck for these islands on February 11th, 1819. And 
on August 23rd, 1884, a silver piece of SO oboli, as well as 
a copper obolus, was ordered ; the latter being of the weight 
of 240 to the pound.

THE ANaLO-HANOVEEIAN COINS. 

The electorate and kingdom of Hanoverj together ir'vith 
the dukedoms of Brunswick and Luneberg, became a portion 
of the British empire by the accession of George Lewis, 
Elector, in 1714, to the throne of England. From this time, 
therefore, to the death of William IV. in 1837, the coins of 
these States come within the scope of this work. 

The majority of these coins were struck at the mints at 
Clausthall or Zellerfeld, the Hanover mint only commencing 
its operations in 1814. 

The coins of the Clausthall mint usually boar the bust or 
arms of the sovereign on obverse, and the running horse on 
reverse, but when the metal of which the coins were made 
was brought from the mines at Androasberg, then the 
reverse bears St. Andrew with his cross. 

The Zellerfold coins usually bear a wild man holding a 
fir-tree, the symbol of Brunswick Luneberg.

The Ducli}’ of Brunswick was in 1409 divided into two 
brandies ; tlaat of Brunswick -Liineburg (from wHck came 
George 1. of England) and Brunswick- Wolfenbnttel. 
latter liad for its Duke William Frederick;, wlio^ com- 
manding tlio aoaut-garde at Waterloo under Wellington^ 
there killed on June 16th^ 1815^ and who was succeeded 
by liis eldest soH;, diaries Frederick William. He^ being 
a minor^ was placed under the guardianship of George, 
as Prince Regent^ and also as George l\. until 1823^ when 
the young Duke ass timed the government. 

Under these circumstances it has been thought advisable 
to include the coins of this vStatc between 1815 and 1823. 
Although they can scarcely bo classed as belonging to the 
series of English dependencies^ still, being found with the 
name and title of the sovereign upon them they might 
otherwise somewhat puzzle the inexperienced collector.

INDIA, 


The first commercial intercourse of the English witli 
India was a private adventure of three ships^ which wei’e 
fitted out in 1591. 

The information brought home gave rise to another 
voyage^ and ultimately to the establishment of a company , 
whose fi.rst charter was granted by Queen Elizabeth in 1600. 
Other companies were chartered in 1698 and in 1702^ iiiitil 
ill 1708 the New East India Company was established. 
This continued to increase in power and size till 1858;, when 
the Government of India was transferred to the Orowii^ 
under a Council of Stato^ when the Company's political 
power ceased;, and the Queen was proclaimed on November 
Istj 1858, as Queen of Great Britain and the Colonies. 
This title was altered in 1877 to Empress of India. 

Of the coins of the native princes of India it is not in our 
province to speak, although they are intimately connected 
with those of the company. In fact, in some instances 
such as the 8umt rupee for Bombay, the Sicca 
(current) for Bengal, and the ^^Arcot^^ for Madras, the 
coins of the latter were exact copies of the former. 

It will be necessary to mention, however, for the better 
understanding of what has to follow, that there were until a 
very recent period (even if not at present) two distinct 
monetary systems prevailing in India, the Hindu and the 
Mussulman, and although the former has become extinct 
throughout the greater part of Hindustan, by the pre- 
dominance of the Mussulman power, it is still found in the 
coins in use in sevex-al petty states of Southern India. 

The unit of the Hindu system is of gold, and is called 
or Eoo%/^ which word in the old Carnatic 
tongue signifies gold. The name of this coin amongst 
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Europeans is Pagoda/^ a Portuguese appellation deriyed 
from a pyramidical temple, wliicli forms the device on one 
side of it. The Hindu name for it is VurahaP The Hun 
or Pagoda was subdivided into Panams, or, more properly, 
Pcmam Paluce or Faloos, and Cash or Kas thus — 

20 Cash= 1 Faluco. ^ 

80 Cash = 1 Faluce = 1 Panain 
3360 Cash =168 Ealuce = 42 Paiiams = 1 Pagoda, 
The unit of the Mussulman system is the silver Rupee, 
there being nominally 16 Rupees to the gold Mohar ; but as 
the weight and quality of the latter varied from time to 
time, wo find practically that from 14 to 16 Rupees was the 
Viduo of a Mohar. Tho Rupee is subdivided into Annas 
(which is a money of account only) and Pysas, or Pice, and 
Pie, thus — 

3 Pie = 1 Pysa (or Quarter Anna) 

12 Pie = 4 Pysa = 1 Anna 
192 Pie =64 Pysa = 16 Annas = 1 Rupee 
The coins of the Hindu system — viz. Pagodas and 
Panams — seem to have been confined to the Madras presi- 
dency, whilst on the other hand the coins of Bombay and 
Bengal were Rupees, Annas, and Pice. 

The earliest coins for the East Indies were eitlxer struck 
at our own mint by our monarch s, or coined by their 
authority. Of the formor kind were the PortaulUs ” 
pieces of Elizabeth struck in 1600-1. During the reign of 
Charles II, the company began by authority from the 
Crown to strike coins for their factory at Bombay, all of which 
bore either the name, or some reference to, the sovereign, 
Tho first money coined in the East Indies was at Bombay 
in the year 1671, when the Court of Directors gave instruc- 
tions to their servants to establish a mint, and a few years 
later this measure was sanctioned by the Crown. A. clause 
in the charter granted 26 Charles II., dated October 5th, 1677, 
empowered the company to stamp money at Bombay, 
which money should be current wherever the company's 

A 
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privilege of trading in the East extended^ to be called 
EupeeSj Pice^ and Budgrooks, to bear any seal or impression 
as the company shall think proper, so that such money 
shall not be called, or bear any impression of, any money 
such as was usually current in the Eealm of England/-’ 
The first lecord of a regular mint at Bombay is about the 
year 1738, and the coins struck then were of like character 
to those of the native Surat mint; but about 1790 machinery 
like that in use at the royal mint in London was introduced, 
and the Rupees thenceforward were carefully stamped, and 
boro the entire legend. Other improvements were made in 
1800, in 1823, and again in 1832. 

The copper coins for Bombay were from an early period 
fabricated in England, many being struck at the Soho 
works by Messrs. Boulton and Watt. Since the construc- 
tion of the new mint at Bombay in the year 1 802 they have 
been struck there, bearing the company's arms on one 
side, and a pair of scales with the word Adel (Justice) 
between, on the other. 

The establishment of an independent coinage in Bengal 
was of much later date. Until the year 1757 the only 
indulgence granted to the company was the privilege of 
having bullion converted into coin at the mints of the 
Nawab of Bengal, which were at Dacca, Moor&liodabad, and 
Patna. After the taking of Calcutta in 1757 a mint was 
established there, although they still continued to imitate 
the native currency. 

But at last there were so many kinds of Rupees in 
existence, all differing in weight and fineness, and causing 
so much trouble and loss, that the company resolved in 
1773 to remedy this evil by declaring that all Rupees 
coined for the future should be of the standard weight of 
180 grs., should bear the same date (the 19th of Shah Auluin, 
the then king of Delhi), and the same inscription; and 
this continued the practice until 1835, although Shah Aiilum 
died in 1786, and the insciuption still stated they were 
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struck at Moorshedabad^ where no mint had existed for 
very many years. 

The mints at Dacca and Moorshedabad wore abolished in 
the year 1798^ and mints were established at Benares and 
Purrukabad subordinate to that at Oalontta, The Piirruka- 
bad mint was abolished in 1825^ when one was established 
at Sagnr in its place^ and that of Benares was abolished 
in 1880. 

For the Madinas Presidency Pagodas^ Fanams^ &c.^ were 
coined about the year 1671 at Fort St. George^ and in the 
charter of 2 James dated April 12tli^ 1G8G, full power 
was given to the company to coin any money such as was 
usually coined by the native princes of that country. 
(Which, taking into consideration that King James had 
no shadow of authority there, was a very pretty bit of 
assumption on his part.) 

The first notice of a mint being established is in the year 
1743, at Arcot, the capital of the Nawab of the Carnatic. 
The Arcot Rupee was exceedingly rude, and the legend 
rarely entire j but in 1807 the mint was removed to Madras, 
and a great improvement was made in the machinery, and 
in that and the following year a large number of copper 
coins were struck having the Christian Era in Persian 
numerals ; these were double, single, and half Faloos or 
Faluce. Meanwhile a great improvement had taken place 
in the silver coinage, and we now find the Rupee with its 
divisions as well struck as those of Calcutta or Bombay, 
and with a neatly milled edge. In the year 1811 a coinage 
of double Rupees, together with their divisions, tooJi place 
from Spaaiish Dollars, and specimens may be found of tlio 
double Rupee in which the old impression of the Dollar 
may still be traced, not being entirely obliterated in the 
rc-siriking. Also in the same year pieces of half and 
quarter Pagodas were struck together with five, two and 
one Fanams. These continued to be coined until 1818, 
when still further improvements were introduced, and 
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the Eupee with its half and quarter^ was struck with an 
indented cord milling ; and this, with the exception of a 
coinage of Arcot Rupees with their divisions at the Calcutta 
mint which took place in 1823-5, remained the case until, in 
1835, they all gave way to the company's Eupee which now 
commenced being issued for the whole of India. This 
bears the bust of William IV. on tho obverse, and on the 
reverse its value in English and Persian. On the accession 
of the Queen the type was only altered so far as regards 
the obverse, of which thei-e are two kinds (with continuous, 
and with divided legends), and the introduction of a silver 
piece of two Annas. 

When in 1862 the Government of India became vested 
in a Council of State, the legend of Bast India Company 
upon the reverse gave way, and an elegant scioll border 
took its place ; and, lastly, in 1877, when tho title of 
Empress of India was assumed, this title v as placed upon 
the obverse of the coins of each denomination. 

A copper coinage also of half, quarter, and ono4welftli 
Annas was commenced in 1862, w’hich in 1877 had the 
same alteration. 
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The gold and silver coins of tMs Presidency are close 
imitations of the ^USiirat^’ Rupee wliicli was copied by tlie 
company from 1738 to 1780. It has as a distinguishing 
mark the year (46) and as a mint-mark, a kind of 
star {see illustration to No, 20). Very few^ however^ are to 
bo found on which the whole, or any considerable portion 
of the legend, can be found, as the piece of silver from 
which the coin was struck was almost invariably smaller 
than tlie die. By an agreement with the Nawab of Surat 
the coins struck by him were to circulate at par with those 
issued by the company, and they were mutually pledged to 
preserve their standard. The Yawab^s Rupees, however, 
were soon found to contain 12, and even 15 per cent, of 
alloy, and as a result the coinage of silver in the Bombay 
mini was suspended for twenty years. In 1800 there was 
an issue of silver coins struck at Calcutta for Bombay, 
as well as at the latter place, which are better formed than 
the preceding, and bear the whole, or nearly the whole of 
the legend, but are otherwise similar. Prom 1818 to 1825 
the same were coined with an upright milled edge, and 
from 1825 to 1835 they have a plain edge and dotted rim. 
The following is the complete legend in Persian and its

MADRAS PRESIDENCY. 


Both the monetary systems of India appear to hare been 
in use in this presidency at the same time, and we find 
Mohurs and Pagodas in gold, and Rupees, half and quarter 
Pagodas and Panams in silver, being struck apparently at the 
same place and passing side by side. 

According to the catalogue of the Fonrobert collection, a 
quarter Real was sent out from England as early as the 
reign of James I. for this place; and again in Charles II.^s 
time double and single Panams were issued, although by 
some these pieces are assigned to Bombay, but this I think 
exceedingly improbable. 

The first Rupees were copies of the rude native work of 
the Arcot mint and were struck most probably from 
1758 (which agrees with the Mahomedan date itvr (1172) 
upon the coins) to 1811, from which year, to 1818, double as 
well as single rupees were struck with an oblique milled 
edge which, after that year, was altered to an indented cord 
milling which continued until 1835, these all have, as a 
distinguishing mark, the ^^Pudane^^ Lotus (or trefoil). 
During the yeai’S 1823-6 ‘‘ Arcot rupees with their halves 
and quarters were struck at the Calcutta mint for the 
Dacca and Cuttack districts, having an upright milled edge, 
and bearing a rose as mint-mark. Half and quarter pagodas 
together with pieces of five, two, and one fanams were 
coined from Spanish dollars in 1811.

CEYLON. 


The first intercourse of the English with Ceylon began in 
the year 1713. In 1782 a large portion of the island was 
taken by them from the Dutch^ who then held it^ but it was 
restored to them again in 1783. Howeyer^ in 1795 the 
Dutch settlements were again seized upon^ and the entire 
island was finally ceded to Great Britain at the Peace of 
Amiens in the year 1802. 

We learn from Ending that on November 14th, 1812^ 
there was ordered to be executed in the island, and again in 
1814, an issue of both silver and copper, amounting in value 
to 300,000 rix-dollars. On October 19th, 1821, there was 
another issue of rix-dollars to the value of £400,000, and 
in 1828 half-farthings were first coined for Ceylon. Throe- 
halfpenny pieces were ordered to be coined in 1834, and 
have been continued since.

Malacca^ on the west coast of the Malay Peninsulaj was 
exchanged with the Dutch for Bencoolen on the Island of 
Sumatra in 1824. It was placed under the gorernment of 
the Bengal Presidency until the year 1853^ when, together 
with Prince of Wales^ Island and Singapore, it was 
constituted a separate colony under the title of the Straits 
Settlements.

Java wa&licld by tlie Datcli from 1019 (in wliicli year they 
built the capital city^ Batavii) until the year 1811^ when it 
was taken by the Biiglisli^ who retaiiicil it until the treaty 
of Paris in 1814^ after which it was restored to the Dutcli^ 
who still possess it. During the English occupation of the 
island coins in golcb silver and copper were struck for them 
at the Surabaga mint by the late Dntch ollicial Johan Anton 
Zwekhortj whose initial appears on most of the coins. 

Sir Stamford Eaffles^ who was appointed Governorj sent 
out^ or favoured the sending out of an expedition under the 
command of an English agent and adventurer named 
Alexander Hare, tie made a settlement on the southern 
coast of Borneo^ and obtained a grant of land from the 
Sultan of Bandarmassin, where he struck siuall copper coins 
{Baits) between the years 1812-11.

The African Company aroso out of an association formed in 
London in 1588. A cTiarter was granted to a joint stock 
company in 1618^ a second company was created in 1631, 
a tMrd in 1662 ; another in 1672 was formed by letters 
patent which -was remodelled in 1695. In 1750 the African 
Company^, which struck the following coins^ was constituted 
by Act of Parliament. 

It was abolished in 182 1^ and its forts and settlements 
were transferred to the Crown.

SIERRA LEONE„ 


The first settlement of SicTW Leone took place in 1770;, 
wlien a great number of Negroes and about sixty women 
of bad character were sent out from London at the expeii'^'C 
of the British Government to form the Colony. The 
project,, however, did not succeed ; and a niiinbor of 
persons, interested in the abolition of the slave trade, took 
the affair in hand. A capital was raised amongst seveial 
subscribers and they became incorporated as the Sierra 
Leone Oorapany in October, 1791.

Ait island in tlie Sonfcla Atlantic Ocean^ was discovered by 
the Poitiigiiose under Jiian de Nova Castilla on St. Heleiia^s 
Day^ May 21stj 1502. The Dutch afterwards held it till 
they were expelled by the English in 1600. The British 
Bast India Company settled here in 1051, and the island 
was held alternately by the Dutch and Eiigiish till 1078^ 
when Charles II. assigned it to the Company once more. 
St. Helena was the place of NapoleoAs captivity and here 
he died; May Sth, 1821. The population of the island in

TJkdie this Bead we class all coins strnck by, or for^ our 
possessions in what are now the United States, prior to 
their Declaration of Independence in the year 1776, the very 
earliest of which is in all probability the following jeton or 
token, which is supposed to have been issued by Sir Walter 
Ealeigh for the settlement made by him in Virginia, 1584.

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In the year 1652 a regular coinage of silver was com- 
menced^ consisting of shillings^, sixpences^ and threepences, 
of two distinct types, the one bearing an oak-tree and the 
other a pine-tree. 

These were continued for thirty years without any altera- 
tion of date, which is 1652. 

There are also twopences of the oak-tree type dated 
1662. There are many varieties in the dies of these pieces, 
differing not only in the form of tree and disposition of 
branches, but also in number and size of bead*:-, forming an 
inner circle on both obverse and reverse, as well as in the 
letters of the legends, and the punctuation thereof. These 
variations will best be shown by the following table, which 
is abridged from a valuable work by Dr. Crosby issued by 
the New England Numismatic and Archaeological Society, 
to which I would refer those wishing to more fully investi- 
gate this subject.

EOSA AMERICANA SERIES, 

We now come to tlie consideration of these interesting 
but unfortunate coins. Struck in brass or bronzej beautiful 
as works of art^ and presenting a remarkably fine portrait 
of the king (George I.), and infinitely superior to any other 
coins in circulation as regards intrinsic valiie^ they wore yet 
exceedingly unpopular^ and, pi’actically speaking, were never 
in any quantity circulated in America. It is usual to deno- 
minate these as the penny, halfpenny, and farthing ; but 
they were, in fact, twopenny pieces, pennies, and halfpennies.

N’ewfoukdlakDj an island situate on tte K.E. side of tlio 
Gulf of St. Lawrence^ discovered by Sebastian Cabot in 
1497; wlio called it Prlma Vista, It was formally taken 
possession of for the Eiiglisli by Sir Humplirey Gilbert in 
1583; and the fisheries which were soon after commenced 
became of so much iinportanco that in the year 1025 more 
than 150 ships wore employed in thoiO;from the Dovonslnrc 
ports alone. The sovereignty of England was recognized 
in 1713; and in 1832 Newfoundland obtained the priyikgc 
of a colonial legislature, and at the present tiiuo it is the 
only North American colony which returns its indepen- 
dence; all the others being merged in the Dominion of 
Canada. 

Although politically and commercially of much less 
importance than the latter colony, from the numismatic 
point of view Newfoundland claims precedence; as being 
the only place to issue gold coinS; which prococlcnco it also 
deserves by the order of seniority.

COINS AND TOKENS OF THE DOMINION 
OF CANADA. 


Under tliis head we shall include all the coins and tokens 
struck ill or fox’* the British possessions in North America 
\Aliicli have since been incorporated under this title. The 
principal part of the currency until quite recently consisted 
of tokensj many of which wore issued by banks or private 
individuals^ while some were designed and executed in 
England, as a matter of speculation^ and wore sold in bulk 
to the merchants during the seasons of scarcity of change. 
Others again are the work of native artists^ the number of 
the latter; however; being very small. There are but few 
silver coins to describe and no gold. The first of the 
Colonies to be mentioned under this heading being 

NOVA SCOTIA. 

Nova Sootia was discovered by Cabot in 1475; visited by 
Verrazzani and by him named dmdia in 1524; settled in 
1622 by the Scotch; under William Alexander; in the reign 
of James I. of England; from whom it received the name of 
Nova Scotia. Since its first settlement it has more than 
once changed proprietors; and was not confirmed to England 
till the peace of Utrecht in 1713. There are no silver and 
but a very few bronze coins, but there are several copper 
tokens.

PEINCE BDWAED’S ISLAND.

UntiI; the year 1858 British Columbia formed a portion 
of the Hudson^s Bay Territory; but in that year large 
discoveries of gold were made which^ attracting a vast 
immigration of gold-diggersj rendered it necessary for the 
British G-overnment to take measures for the maintenance 
of order; and the country was erected into a colony. In 
1866 Vancouver's Island was united to it, and in 1871 it 
became incorporated with the Dominion of Canada. There 
are no coins of this colony with the exception of the two 
following pieceS; and they can scarcely be more than 
patterns; as I have only seen one of each; which is in the 
National Collection at the British Museum; having been 
presented by B. Seymour; Esq.; Governor of British 
Columbia in 1864.

CANADA. 


Canada was discovered by John and Sebastian Cabot^ on 
jLinc 2 Idli^ 1497. In 1524 a French settlement was formed^ 
and called New France^ and in 1535 a Breton mariner 
named Jacques Cartier ascended the St. Lawrence as far as 
the present site of Montreal; and Quebec was founded 
about 1608. A raid upon these settlements was made by 
the English in 1629^ but the French regained possession in 
1632^ which they held until 1759; when Canada was con- 
quered by the English; and their acquisition was confirmed 
to them by the Treaty of Paris in 1703. 

During this period coins of silver and copper were struck 
by the French king; Louis XIV., for his American dominions, 
but these pieces; intoresting as they be to the Canadian 
collector; do not come within the scope of the present work. 

Since its incorporation with the other colonies of North 
America, in the year 1867, the whole have been termed The 
Dominion of Canada,^^ and silver and bronze coins are now 
issued for the entire district. These, although later in chrono- 
logical order, will first be described, and afterwards, the 
somewhat numerous series of copper tokens, and at the end 
of these will be placed a number of penco and halfpence, 
all of which were most probably struck in England, and 
which would more correctly be described as Non-Local 
Tokens of the nineteenth century, and which are usually so 
described; but which are included here as they were used 
very freely as small change in Canada for many years, and 
are claimed by Canadian collectors as their own,

COINS AND TOKENS OE THE WEST 

INDIES. 


The West India Islands belonging to Great Britain^ of 
wliich Jamaica is tbe largest and most important^ have an 
area of nearly 14^000 square miles and a population of 
1, 250^000. In the early part of the present century slavery 
existed in all the islands. 

Postered by highly protective duties^ they reached a very 
flourishing condition, and largo fortunes were made. This 
condition was completely artificial ; and when slavery was 
abolished, and the protective duties repealed, an entire 
collapse took place, and many hitherto wealthy persons wore 
ruined. Up to that time these islands had been regarded as 
the choicest possessions of the British crown, and a grand 
outlet for commerce. Since then they have received less 
attention in every way than they deserve, but are now again 
resuming their proper position, and it may be hoped that 
they will once more become prosperous. 

With the exception of an attempt in 1822 by striking a 
quantity of the pieces of Half, Quarter, Eighth and Six- 
teenth of a Dollar, no provision for the currency of these 
islands has been made by the mother-country, although 
later, silver threepences, and threehalfpences, have been 
issued, and also a special issue of nickel coins for Jamaica. 
Considerable use has been made of the Spanish dollars, and 
a number of varieties of cut and countermarked coins 
will be found in this series. There are also a few tokens 
issued by private traders. The series, although small, 
contains pieces of great variety and interest, containing 
as it does some of the very earliest and rarest of our colonial 
coins, viis., those of the Somer Islands.

(United Colony oe Dehebaet and Essequico.) 

This colony is a section of the northern coasb of South 
America^ and includes the settlements of Deinerara, Esse- 
qiiibO; and Borbice. It was taken from the Dutch in 1790^ 
but restored to them at the Peace of Amiens, in March, 1802. 
It again surrendered to the British in September, 1803, and 
finally became an English colony in 1814. 

Ending, in his Annals, states that a Committee of Privy 
Council for Trade, for the colonies of Demcrara and Essc- 
quibo, on May 12th, 1809, recommended a silver coinage 
of tokens to the amount of £1 0,000. The monetary system 
at this period was similar to the old Dutch currency : 
16 duits or pfennigs = 1 stiver, which was equal to about 
two-thirds of an English penny. 23 stivers = 1 guilder ; 
this being equal to IJri English. 

In 1839 the old monetary system was abolished, and 
dollars and cents introduced after the American model, 
the 3 guilder piece being made to pass for a dollar. No 
coins were issued after the change in the system, and 
English, Spanish, Mexican, South American and United 
States coins are all now legal tenders at authoiized rates. 

The only issue of copper was in 1818, when pieces of 
stivers and half-stivers were struck. There is, however, a 
copper token for one stiver struck in 1838, which is gene- 
rally considered to have been made for this colony, although 
I have not been able to find out anything authentic to 
justify such an assumption. It has been placed here, as it 
seems as likely to belong to this series as any other. There 
is a cot Spanish dollar also, which was most likely in use 
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during the English possession, and as this was the first in 
order o£ time, we shall give it priority in descrip tioua

COINS AND TOKENS OF AUSTEALIA. 


Os’ coinSj strictly so caileA our Antipodean Colonies have 
none. It is true that at Melbourne and Sydney there are 
mints employed, but as the only coins struck are the 
sovereign and half-sovereign for geneial circulation, which 
are similar to our own, with the exception of a minute 
initial letter as mint-mai’k, they can scarcely be styled 
Colonial coins. At the same time as they differ in this 
respect it was necessary to mention, although not to describe 
them. Gold coins were struck at the Sydney mint from 
1855 to 1870 from dies sent out from the Eoyal Mint, 
London, which in 1867 were declared to be current coin of 
the realm. 

There are a very few gold tokens to describe, and also a 
few in silver, the majority of the tokens consisting of 
copper pence and halfpence. In describing the latter they 
will be arranged alphabetically in their I'espective provinces, 
placing the provinces in their chronological order.

Bngiisli silver coins have always been the authorized 
Giirrency in the Anstralian colonies, although from a dearth 
of supply other expedients have been resorted to, many 
of the traders of New South Wales having issued notes for 
sums of sixpence and upwards. In the year 1813 an 
endeavour was made to meet the great need of a silver 
currency by cutting the Spanish dollar to make two pieces, of 
five shillings and of fifteenpence respectively. These are

These pieces, which constitute the majority of the 
Australasian currency, are for the most part very uninterest- 
ing, having little artistic merit, and, of course, no antiquity 
to recommend them. They iisnally have little but the name 
and address, or business advertisement, together with a Coat 
of Arms, or some emblem of the trade of their various issues. 

Some few, however, are very line examples of die-sinking 
and stamping, and one or two of Sydney are quaint specimens 
of Colonial workmanship. As before stated, the arrange- 
naent will be in provinces, first the pence and then the 
halfpence of each province, arranging the towns alpha- 
betically, and placing the names of the issues in like order.
